Illinois Motorists Charge Injustice 


On Sunday afternoon a couple from 
Joliet, Ill, reported to The Atlanta Con- 
stitution they had been arbitrarily “pulled 
out of a line of Tennessee and Georgia 
cars’ near Dalton and charged with reck- 
less driving—a charge which they heat- 
edly denied. No judge was available and 
so they had to pay $25 or wait in jail for 
a judge. 


In Monday morning’s mail there was 
a letter containing a story from The Chi- 
cago Tribune in which two Illinois motor- 
ists were complaining to the Chicago Mo- 
tor Club about an alleged speed trap in 
McIntosh County, and another charging 
like treatment “north of Vienna.” 


“Since,” said the gentleman arrested 
north of Vienna, “ I was traveling perhaps 
four or five miles above Georgia’s very 
low speed limit of 55 miles an hour, a 
warning would have been justified and 
welcomed, but an arrest and fine appear 
vindictive and predatory.” 


The Atlanta Constitution knows no 
facts from the other side. Certainly we do 
not condone reckless driving. But, the in- 
dignation of the people arrested and their 
references and home standing do not in- 
dicate them to be reckless or irresponsible 
persons. Our speed limit is low. That is 
because our ,roads are narrow and ill- 
paved. There have been speed trap rackets 
uncovered in recent years. We do suggest 
that the patrol try and make tourists feel 
welcome. Whether we deserve it er not 
the facts already are that many automo- 
bile clubs are directing tourists around 
and away from Georgia. The weakness of 
our law is that local officers share in the 
proceeds from fines. The temptation to 
abuse is present. 

We suggest that where there is so much 
smoke there must be a little fire. Warn- 
ings for visitors whose violation of one of 
the lowest speed limits in the nation are 
preferred to a reputation for predatory 
collections of fines.

WASHINGTON—Rightly or wrongly, those who have talked 
to Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower in recent weeks are convinced that 
he has now pretty well made up his mind that he wants to be 
President. He is reported to have told at least one close friend that, 
provided there were no deals or compromises involved, and pro- 
vided he did not have to campaign for it actively, he would accept 
the Republican nomination if offered to him. 

Others close to him are convinced that he will co-operate with 
any organization set up to promote an Eisenhower boom at least 
to the extent of not actively opposing his own nomination, as he 
did in 1948. All this may be wishful thinking on the part of those 
who are searching desperately for a way to beat Sen. Robert A. 
Taft for the nomination. But it is at least true that the Eisenhower 
backers are already planning the broad startegy of an Eisenhower 


‘campaign. 


: The first move, according to the strategists, must be for Eisen- 
hower firmly to announce his Republican affiliation sometime 
shortly before the November elections. This would be designed 
to mollify the regulars, who point out that Eisenhower has never 
even said he is Republican, and most of whom would prefer Taft 
anyway. It would also be designed ‘o give influential Republicans 
second thoughts about jumping on the Taft bandwagon which is 
sure to get rolling if Taft is decisively re-elected in Ohio. 


The second move would be to set up an effec- 
Second Move tive, well-heeled Eisenhower organization, 
staffed with professional politicians, working for Eisenhower dele- 
gates in all key States. As far as money is concerned, there would 
be no difficulty—for example, one of the fabulously rich Southern 
oilmen has already let it be known that he would be willing to 
contribute personally a quarter of a million dollars to get Eisen- 
hower nominated and elected. 7 
The general’s only part in such an organization would be the 
entirely negative one of simply not repudiating the efforts on his 
behalf. Finally, at some strategic moment shortly before the con- 
vention, Eisenhower would formally acknowledge his availability. 
All this may be a pipe dream, since everything depends on 
Eisenhower, and it is always easy to mistake a general expression 
of interest in politics for a personal willingness to run. But the 
purpose of the strategy outlined above is of course clear. It is, in 
the words of an Eisenhower backer, “To get Ike off the ground 
before Bob Taft can get the nomination in the bag.” 
Already the Eisenhower supporters concede

Editor Constitution: Nobody can predict ex- 
actly what will happen if we have rent decontrol 
this Summer. We do know in 1932 in order to 
escape high rent, hundreds of people placed 
kitchen sinks in back bedrooms. Then houses 
were for rent on every street. Mortgage com- 
panies began cruel and foolish foreclosures, The 
people revolted and defaulted. Then came the 
HOLC—then came the Federal Savings and Loan 
Associations, and, out of it, came the healthy 
growth in home ownership. 

Eventually, why not now? Let’s go ahead and 
lift the controls. Everybody will want to be a 
landlord. There will be a lot of moving around. 
Landlords, new and old, will begin to redecorate 
and repair in order te get and hold tenants. This 
will give jobs, now needed, to labor, both organ- 
ized and unorganized. 

We can never get a normal rent valuation as 
long as rents are arbitrarily fixed or tampered 
with. Congress and builders must know what 
rent valuations are in order to plan public and 
private housing. Right now, in Atlanta, some 
sections are being heavily overbuilt with excess 


Federally financed housing. This excess threat-: 


ens to depreciate tne value of thousands of homes 
in the affected areas and especially has the de- 
preciation of excess housing menaced the equity 
of homes being bought by Gls. If rent control 
carries on, we have confusion, doubt, indecision, 
mistakes. If it is discarded you will have re- 
stored all the bench marks necessary for plan- 
ning. 

After all, this was war powers legislation. 
Jurisdiction should be backed in the United 
States Treasury and Federal Reserve Bank Sys- 


tem. Controls can be justified only as a neces- 


sity of Federal monetary policy. If we need real 

estate instead of gold as the base of our monetary 

system, Congress should make it so openly and 

boldly.
